Ih connection with the above-mentioned photographs. Informant 
GREGORY identified^the photograph of FRED ROSE, who she knew through 
GOLOS to be a high^onmunist Party functionary in Canada. She was unable, 
.however, to identify the photographs of any of the other individuals men¬ 
tioned just above. 
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As is set forth on page $1 of GREGORYS -signed 
statement, an unknown Royal Canadian Air Force pitot introduced HAZEN 
SISE to GO LOS and the informant. Jn an attempt to -identify this unknown 
.RCAF pact, a photograph of iEGHTIKGAI£ was exhibited to her but 

she failed to identify this individual as bearing any resemblaboe what¬ 
soever to the RCAF pilot Wio made the above-mentioned introduction. The 
photograph of HIGHTINGAIE was supplied 'to the’ New York Office by the 
Bureau* "When viewing this photograph, she remarked that this RCAF pilot 
who made the introduction was tall and had typical Jewish features* 

In GREGORY’S statement of November 30, 1945 .informa¬ 
tion is contained therein relative to CEDRIC 3BIFRAGE, who, according 
to GREGORY, supplied GOLDS with information he obtained during the course 
of BELFRAGE’s employment with.Britlsh Intelligence in the United States. 
Photographs of CEDRIC HENNINOPBEJERAGELand his wife, MARY BEATRICE 
‘SJ^gLERAGE, which were OTBtaineOt the Bureau of Immigratiop-wnd- ^aturaliza- 
■ tion in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, were exhibited to GREGORY but she 
stated that she .could not identify the photograph of CEDRIC HENNING 
BEIFRAGE as being identical with the individual mentioned in her signed, 
statement. It will be recalled, however, that she never did indicate that 
she had actually seen this individual before but described him from her 
donversations she had with JACOB*GOIOS• * 
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The following is being dictated by Special Agent Joseph M* 

.Kelly* 

In accordance with previous .arrangements Special Agent 
Thomas G* Spencer and the writer met Informant. GREGORY at approximately 
1:15 p.m. on December 4, 1945 and she was thereafter interviewed for 
approximately forty-five minutes. On this occasion attempts were made 
to refresh her recollection in order that all specific information in 
her possession could be obtained relative to the meeting of herself and 
JACOB G0L0S with the unknown RCAF flyer. 

It will be recalled that the Informant previously furnished 
an account of a>meetlng in New fork City during which She and G010S were 
introduced by this RCAF flyer to HA2EN SISE. .The informant stated that 
to the best of her recollection this meeting probably occurred in the 
spring of 1943 and that the RCAF flyer obviously had known G0L0S before 
because he visited the latter at the office of Wf!tI3 TOURISTS, IN6. and 
made .arrangements for the meeting with SISE. ~~ -r . 

The informant described the unknown RCAF flyer as probably in 
his late twenties, 5* 9* to 5 1 10* in height, medium build, broad 
shoulders, weighing approximately 160 pounds, blond hair, curved Jewish 
nose, and said he spoke with a noticeable Canadian accent. 

The informant said that her only meeting with this individual 
was on this particular occasion and that after the flyer made the intro¬ 
duction of GOLOS and herself to SISE, the f lyer excused himself saying 
he had an appointment to meet someone. She declared further that he was 
in uniform on this occasion, wealing the regular blue outfit of the RCAF, 
and that she bad no recollection of his rank or of any insignia he may 
have been wearing. She recalled further that at no time was the flyer *.s 
name mentioned nor was :he referred to by any nickname by either GOLOS or 
SISE, 

The informant continued that this flyer was obviously a friend 
of F RED RO SE, well-known Canadian Communist, and of course was acquainted 
witlTSISE, "but the informant was unable to conclude how >011 the flyer 
actually knew SISE* She stated that her 'meeting with him was so brief 
that she is not sure at the present time if she could identify this un¬ 
known RCAF flyer from a photograph, but she reiterated her statement that 
she is positive he is not identical with MAT NIGHTINGAIE. It will be 
recalled that a photograph of this latter individual was previously shown 
to the informant although she, of course, has not been advised of his 
identity# 




Boring this interview the Informant stated further that 
arrangements have been made for a meeting on the afternoon of Triday, 
December 7, 1945, at the apartment of lieutenant Colonel JOHN H* 

REYNOLDS, and that REYNOLDS, TED BAYER, WtfftTS f and herself were 
to attend* The purpose of the Meeting washcliiscuss the financial 
affairs and future operations of the U, S. SERVICE AND SHIPPING CORPORA¬ 
TION, and especially the matter of the $15,000 investment in that concern 
.made” By EARI^CWDER through IEM HARRIS. 

I , 

The informant declared that she attempted to dissuade HARRIS 
from having BAYER present at this meeting as she states BAYER has too 
much influence over REYNOLDS, but HARRIS Insisted that .BAYER attend • The 
informant expressed the opinion that BAYER may have a new Russian contact 
for REYNOLDS and the firm and .agreed -to attempt to learn ,the full details 
concerning the obvious interest .BAYER has in the :affairs of the U« S* 
SERVICE AND SHIPPING CORPORATION* 

It was further learned from the informant on this occasion that 
REYNOLDS has requested her to .confer again with EARL BROWDER concerning 
the monetary demands being made by LEM HARRIS, and she assured the Agents 
that she would be willing to see BROWDER if such action were deemed 
advisable* After some discussion, she was told to inform REYNOLDS that 
she will attempt to confer with BROWDER on this matter sometime next week* 
She also agreed to visit RA YEIS ON in the immediate future in an attempt 
to ascertain more about heT present activities and future plans and seemed 
confident she could make such a visit without arousing any suspicion what¬ 
soever on the part of RAY EISON* 

During the interview the informant remarked that she had -read 
the articles by HCWAREsRUSHMORE which appeared in thesjjfew York- "Journal > 
American* on December 3 and 4, 1945, concerning the "ADAMSON" case* She 
inquired if the articles resulted from a deliberate "leak" by the Govern¬ 
ment, but no direct comment on that phase of the situation was made and 
she did not press her inquiries further* She did mention, however, that 
if the circumstances related in RUSHMORE*s articles were true, the 
"neighbors" (meaning Red Army Intelligence) were obviously not as skilled 
in espionage technique as were her associates in the^NKVD* 

With further reference to the RUSHMORE articles, the informant 
stated that It* Col* REYNOLDS had excitedly telephoned her and asked it, 
the "ADAMSON" mentioned in the articles was anyone he knew* According to 
her, REYNOLDS wondered if he were identical with "AL", and the informant 
declared she assured him she felt positive that this was not the case* 
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A photograph of ABE BROTHMAN was displayed to the informant 
and she identified it immediately as the same individual -who was known 
to her as BROTHMAN, Her Identification was positive and her only 
further comment was that the photograph made BROTHMAN look considerably 
younger than he was when she knew him* 

There was also displayed to the informant a photograph be¬ 
lieved to be of ROSE ARENA!* but she was unable to make any identifica¬ 
tion from this photograph* It will be recalled that in her statement, 
the informant described a few meetings with ROSE ARENA!; it is to be 
noted, however, that Special Agent H. Ross Arnold, who is familiar with 
the A1T0 Case, has advised that this particular photograph believed to 
be of ROSE ARENA! was secured from a confidential source and it is not 
known positively if it is in fact the photograph of ARENA!. Attempts are 
presently being made to secure known photographs of ROSE ARENA! and they 
will be displayed to the informant as soon as secured. 

At the conclusion of this interview, arrangements were effected 
so that the informant would be in daily contact with either Special Agent 
Spencer or Kelly, or both* 

PONT T'VPt, 

At 8:40 a*m* on December 5, 1945 the Informant GREGORY tele- 
phonlcally communicated with the writer and stated she had spoken to IBM 
HARRIS on the telephone the previous evening and that HARRIS told her he 
would .see her at the office of the U, S. SERVICE AND .SHIRPING CORPORATION 
on the morning of December 5th. The informant was Instructed to attempt 
to elicit as much information as possible about what HARRIS .and his asso¬ 
ciates were contemplating with reference to the U, S. SERVICE AND SHIPPING 
CORPORATION, and agreed to telephone the writer as soon as she could dis¬ 
creetly do so after the conference with HARRIS. 

At 11 a.m* on December 5, 1945 she telephonically informed the 
writer that HARRIS had appeared at the scheduled time and had declared 
that he and Ms asseoiates were definitely going to take over the U. S. 
.SERVICE AND SHIPPING CORPORATION and further, that he appeared very inter¬ 
ested in learning how soon he and the others might expect to be able to 
take some profits from the company. She further stated that HARRIS .mani¬ 
fested great eagerness In having It. Col. REYNOLDS remain in the firm and 
that at the conference scheduled for December 7, 1945* attempts would be 
made to convince REYNOLDS that he definitely should retain his interest 
and participation in the firm's business. According te the Informant, 
HARRIS [further told her that TED BAYER had succeeded him as financial 
agent for the Communist Party, and that his presence at the meeting, to 
which the informant had previously objected, was a necessity. 
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On the occasion of the next personal interview with the in¬ 
formant, attempts will be made to secure more Information concerning this 
alleged replacement of HARMS by BAYER in the financial affairs of the 
Communist Party. 

■While relating the above facts, the informant indicated that 
she is .not at all certain as to why HARRIS land BAYER are so interested in 
taking over the U* S. SERVICE AND SHIPPING CORPORATION and said there was 
a possibility In her mind that BAYER may* have secured a new .Russian con¬ 
tact and that the motive might well be something other than pure commercial 
or financial interest. 

The informant also said that she had a luncheon engagement with 
Lt« Col* REYNOLDS at 11;45 a*m* that day and agreed to inform the Agents 
immediately upon the conclusion thereof concerning anything significant 
which might transpire*

Accordingly, at 1;35 p*m* she ’.telephoned the writer and said 
she had Just concluded her luncheon engagement and that, she had told 
REYN CUDS everything that HARRIS had said to her earlier in the morning* 
According to her, REYNOIDS seemed to be very self-assured about the matter 
of handling HARRIS and the Russians with respect ,to the affairs of the 
company .and further, that REYNOLDS told her he had known TED BAYER for ten 
years, was intimately acquainted with him, believed him to be a great 
fellow, and was .sure that BAYER would not attempt to take advantage of him. 
The informant told the writer that she had previously indicated to REYNOLDS 
in very plain language that she thought BAYER was unreliable, an opportunist, 
drank too much, and was a person with whom REYNOLDS should have no more 
contact, but REYNOLDS told her during luncheon that despite anything she 
might say, he had complete confidence in BAYER* 

It was further learned from the informant that after she had 
told REYNOLDS of the evident desire of HARRIS and his associates to take 
over the firm, REYNOLDS* reaction was that he would stay in the company 
if he were allowed to operate it as he pleased and not take orders from 
HARRIS, BAYER, or anyone else. He indicated that if a satisfactory 
arrangement could not be arrived at on the Friday meeting, he would con¬ 
sider selling out his interest to HARRIS and BAYER. The informant com¬ 
mented to the writer at this time that such an eventuality was very 
remote, in her opinion,* because REYNOLDS’ presence in the corporation 
obviously would be regarded as very important because he could be a w ge$d 
front n , had a reputable law firm handling the corporation’s affairs, and 
was generally regarded well in Hew York circles* She said that she felt 
definitely that HARRIS, BAYER, as well as the Russians, would realize 
REYNOLDS’ value to the company for the foregoing reasons* 
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The informant continued that it was decided at lunch that she 
and REYNOLDS would confer privately at 3:30 p«m. on December 1945, 
before the meeting which is now scheduled for 5 p.m. that day, in Col* 
REYNOLDS 1 apartment* she indicated she and REYNOLDS were having this 
private conference so that they could agree on what course they would 
follow in the negotiations with HARRIS and BAYER. 

She remarked that REYNOLDS is vexy nervous and again asked her 
if she had any ideas about the accuracy of the RUSHMORE newspaper articles, 
as well as the possible identities of the persons described therein* She 
said she is not sure in her .own mind why REYNOIDS is so nervous and upset 
but believes it to be a combination of the publicity together with the un¬ 
settled condition of the affairs of the g*. S. SERVICE AND -SHIPPING .CORPORA¬ 
TION and the Impending conference with HARRIS .and BAYER. 

Under date of December 3* 1945 the New York Field Division was 
advised by the Identification Division of the Bureau that a search of the 
informants fingerprints had failed to disclose any pridri 1 criminal data. 

It will be recalled that in the statement of the Informant 
dated November 30, 1945, she indicated that at -the time she received the 
$2,000 from w AI n this money was in a plain white envelope and that she tore 
off a portion .of the end of this envelope and executed a simple receipt to 
AL> merely dating the slip signifying she had that day received $2,000 and 
signing it "MARY". The possibilities, of course, of obtaining this receipt 
are believed remote* however, this envelope, which is the same as that de¬ 
livered to Special Agent Spencer and containing the identical $2,000, is 
being retained as an exhibit in the file of this case for whatever future 
purpose that It may serve* 
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She following investigation w&sconductec 
OhrOugs. the sendees of ahighly confidential informant known to 
Agents Nicholas M* Raises, Charles f. Lanman, and Arthur 7. Redmond, it was 
ascertained that. Informant GH3CG0RY resides in Room 769 at the St* George 
Hotel, Brooklyn, Hew Yoxk, and that she maintains in this room a-meagre sup¬ 
ply of inexpensive clothes, four traveling bags, a few. recent novels, a small 
radio and some odds and ends of receipts for clothes and room* 



fhls confidential source disclosed that, nothing of importance to 
this case was observed to be maintained by the informant (HECORI in this room* 

As. a result of Investigation by Special Agent Nicholas M. Raises, 
it was ascertained that Inforaant GREGORY first registered at the St* George 
Hotel on february 1, 1945 at which time she was assigned, to Room 641 at the 
rate of $7 per'day* She registered herself fromU. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation, 2L2 fifth Avenue, Hew York. At the time of registering, she was 
carrying two bags* 

Informant registered for a. second time at the. St* Georgs 

on July 2, 1945,. this time from Old Lynn, Connecticut at which time she was 
, assigned to Room.'670 at a rental of. $6 per day* On August 6, 1945,, she was 
re-assigned Room 722 at the rate of $6 per day* 

On September 21, 1945, Informant GREGORY again registered at the 
St*. George Hotel giving asher address 212 fifth Avenue, Hew York, and at this 
time was assigned to Room 759 at $7 per day and was noted to.be carrying two 
bags* 

from the files of the St* George Hotel made available to Agent 
Raines by ltr* PA3EBICK DO ORIS t manager of the hotel, it was ascertained that 
GREGORY has a bank account at the Chase Rational Rank, fifth Avenue Branch* 


from the toll call receipts retained at the St* George Hotel, 
it was ascertained that Informant GREGORY had made calls to the following

According to GARKUTO, GREGORY "was employed at the Italian 
library of Information from the time of Its opening in July 1938 to 
sometime in 1939 or possibly in the early part of 1940* He described 
GREGORY as being a hard worker although shedid not appear too capable*. 
From GARRUTO’s observation of GREGORY, he gathered that she had a small¬ 
town background and was definitely not a New Yorker and was not too well 
acquainted with the Italian language. 



In connection with GREGORYS duties, GARROTO .stated that she 
was employed as a stenographer and typist and her services were used by 
Captain DgCSJ?*ANNUNZIO, the Director of the Italian library of Information, 
although she”was not his exclusive secretary and performed wprk for other 
poisons in this organization* He further related that GREGCRY had access 
to the entire office and records of the Italian library of Information* 

He had no Information concerning the reasons for GREGORY’S leaving but 
did indicate that when she left her Job was taken ove'r by Miss ADEIS^ICDA*

RAY BISON, as previously reported, is a member of thJ^CREENWICH 
VILLAGE CLUBdT*the COMMUNIST PARTY of the united States, Manhattan, New York. 
According to the records ofYhlToffice, the GREENWICH VILLAGE CLUB has an 
office located on the third floor at 430 Sixth Avenue, New York city, the 
president of this club is WILLIAM EAJ3E0WDER, brother of JEARL BROWDER. In 
April 1945 the GREENWICH VHJAGE CLCB' had a membership of 457 members. 

It has further been ascertained from the records of this office 
that BARNEY, IRON, and I£CX>tOSEPBSON reside in apartment 9L in the same 
apartment building at 161 West 16th Street as that of BAY E1SQN and her hus¬ 
band. 1BCY JOSEPHS ON is on the membership .list of the GREENWICH VILLAGE CLUB 
of the COMMUNIST PARTY of this united States. IEON JQ6EFHS0N is an attorney 
and reported OGgg agent who was bora in Latvia on June 17, 1898. He first 
entered the united States on June 14, 1900, and was naturalised on April 25 , 
1921. He was. arrested with GEORGE MINK, reported OGPU agent, in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, in 1935 ^on an espionage charge. Although released he has been de¬ 
scribed by LISTQWsQAK, a magazine editor and former COMMUNIST official, as 
more important than MINK. BARNEY JOSEPHS ON operates two "nightclubs, CAFE 
SOCIETY, uptown, 128 East 58th Street, and CAF&SOCIETY, downtown, 2 Sheridan 
Square, New York City. These nightclubs are allegedly frequented by fellow 
travellers and COMJNISTS. j Both IEOH and BARNEY JOSEPHS ON are listed as hey 
CCMWTONIST PARTY. They are closely associated with numerous 
individuals engaged in COMMUNIST activity and connected with COMMUNIST organ¬ 
isations, and with persons suspected of Russian espionage activity.

Mrs. CHARl£S>GAAL, wife of the apartment superinterdent at 3040 
Cruger Avenue, was questioned concerning individuals residing in that 
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apartment who had either recently returned from the Aimed Forces or from 
other parts of the country. She advised that FRANK- DUTTO, formerly employed 
as a baker, had recently been discharged from the United States Navy. A 
check of the records of this office .reflected that FRANK GEGRGE^UTTO and his 
wife, IENAS3EIL0CCHI0BUTTO, resided at 3040 Cruger Avenue, Bronx; that FRANK 
DUTTO was president of Local Oner-Bakery and Confectionery Workers International 
Union, 350 Bast 85th Street, New fork City. He greeted the^^jpaily Worker" 
on its anniversary on January 9* 1944; signed a petition to Ibee EARL BROWDER; 
and had been very active in theN^nerican peace Mobilisation. His name was 
listed as a sponsor of a '^Destroy Hitler", meeting at Madison Square Garden 
October 25, 1941, and as spbnsor of the ^Second Front and Interna t i o na l I -a b cr „.„ 
Unity 1 * meeting on September 11, 1943. 

The records of this office further reflect tha^Vponfidential^ Infor.r. .. ■ 
mant N, whose identity is known to the Bureau, reported that FRANK DUTTO was 
a "ftbinber of the executive board of th^frade Union Committee to elect "Win 
the War Candidates" on August 6, 1942, and that he was known to Confidential 
Informant N to have called for the release 1 of EARL BROWDER. * 


The files further reflect that TRANK DUTTO was affiliated as 
sponsor with th&S^ew fork Conference for fjjglienable Rights, a COMMUNIST front 
organization.yCJt was further noted thatfgcrofidentlal Informant NIT-25 on 
November 30, 1943, reported a conversation between A. A^HEL1£R, , 75NTEBMTI0NA1 
PUBLISHERS INCORPORATED, 381 Fourth Avenue, New York City, and ROSEifQRTlS of 
the New York State Headquarters of the COMMUNIST PARTY in which FRANK DUTTO 
was mentioned. It appeared that HEUER desired to obtain some information 
concerning a Mr. BERKS who had some trouble with a union. ROSE WCRTIS ad¬ 
vised HEI.TER to call DUTTO at the Balery Workers Local one for information 
and to state that she had referred HELPER to him. She said that FRANK DUTTO 
was secretary of the joint board and "he's one of our boy s"!} FRANK DUTTO was 
inducted into the United States Navy March 16, 1944, Navy 'serial #9078346.

Regarding Mrs* .lENA-^DUTTO, tbhe records of this office reflect her 
name as chairman of \tWSQ3IJAMSBURG C1UB, 6th Assembly District, Bronx branch 
of the COMMUNIST,..'PARTY of America, her .name was also reflected on a list of 
COMMUNISTS as "'obtained by Special Squad One, New York Police Department. 
W4 ?jL 0rn April^Q,..,1915,>'in Springfield, Illinois. In June, 1943, she was » 
empToyed Dy the TWO-at >60 Fifth Avenue, New fork City, in its California 
branch as a varitype operator at $25.00 per week with Social Security number 
083-03-6237* Her father*s name was given as lOU^BEtlOCCHIO. 

There appears to be no doubt but that FRANI$ and I£NA DUTTO are 
contacts of subjects and were visited by them on "December 2nd. Thls~is further 
confirmed by a conversation reported by Confidentialjpafoniant NYT-342 between 
FRANK andJCB^SISON. in which I£NA is mentioned4^'Vijra^l * 

'Confidential Informant! advised that IENA DUTTO, 3040 Cruder 

Avenue, Bronx, has unlisted telephone number, Olinville 2-3583. 

.The services of Confidential Informant NIT-342 were obtained to 
cover RAT EISON's activities beginning on December 1, 1945.(J/ 

On December 1, 1945, at 10:50 Bt a woman addressed as 1UIS (ph J) 
called and spoke to JOSEPH DISON. He asked, "TShere are you?", to which she 
replied that they were on the~East side on 16th Street. JOSEPH advised they 
had just returned from a movie, bought all the newspapers and were looking 
at them. He added that "we have a birthday present for you*, to which she 
replied that they would be over shortly.CDIS, (p$.) stated that RUTH! is 
trying on a new dress and "wants to know whether she is a queer." JOSEPH 
replied that he does not know and sends regards from IRVING. XUIS (ph.^ , \ 
stated that they would be over in fifteen or twenty minutes.

At 11:46 AM a woman known as RUTH called RAY and invited her for . , 
dinner on this date.

^SHAINIE (ph,) to RAY and JO E BIS ON. This woman had just returned from Chicago 
and discussed her family and relatives* RAY stated that they were going to 
the Bronx and would leave the Bronx far home at about 7:45 PM and would re¬ 
turn home at about 9:00 PM.

At 9:05 PM RAY called a woman known as LENA whose husband's name 
is FRANK. LENA expressed the opinion that FRANK ought to discuss his future 
plans with JOE EISON since FRANK is very discouraged* RAY inquired of her 
husband whether he could spend Thursday with FRANK to which he agreed. LENA 
stated that she will have FRANK call JCE when FRANK comes in that evening. 

At 10:00 PM FRANK called JOE EISON. FRANK stated that he had gone for a walk 
and feels a little better* JOE stated that he is attending school at the 
v %Art Students League and that he is going to some meeting on Tuesday night* 
FRANK stated that he will call for JCE .at JOE'S apartnmnt at 5:00 or 5:30 PM. 
, JOE states that he gets through at 4:30 PM. FRANK stated that he might bring 
LENA with him.

The records of this office reflected that the Art Students League, 
215 West 57th Street, New York City, is a reliable art school having been 
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founded about sixty years ago. Many of the present well known artists are 
graduates thereof. It will be noted that on November 28th JOSEPH JSXS£8t 
was observed at the Fine Arts Building where the Art Students league is 
located. ~~ 

lire. Mildred 0. Panek, recorder, NEW YORK UNIVERSITY, 100 West 
Washington Square, furnished the following information to Special Agent 
W2ILIAM .J. CLOTHIER; regarding JOSEPH ELS ON: She stated that their records 
reflected that JOSEPH was born January 21, 1909, in Chicago, Illinois. Bis 
father, PAtJraEESON, was bom in Germany and his mother, MINNl|7pORFMAN> was 
barn in Russia. It appears that his name was formerly JOS£PH*ZSRAELSON sinoe 
there appears on his high school record at Lane Technical High'School, Chicago, 
Illinois, the name, "JOSEPH EISOliVISRAELSON)". He entered this school in 
February, 1922, and withdrew lri~Juhe, 1925. He entered the Textile Evening 
High School at 351 West 18th Street, New York city, in September, 1938, and 
withdrew in January, 1939* While there he completed a course in American 
rnatory and another in European History. He enrolled in the Architectural 
School, NEW YORK UNIVERSITY, in January, 1940, far a BA Degree. At that 
tame his permanent address was 636 West 136th Street, New York City, tele¬ 
phone, Edgecombe 4-5675, his business address was L. H. HARTMAN COMPANY 
INCORPORATED, 50 Rockefeller Plaza. 

He was employed as a clerk in the bathhouse of the ACME BATHS, 
Flatbush Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, in 1931 and 1932. In 1932 and 1933 he 
was employed as an apprentice in art service for CIEMENCE INCORPORATED, 444 
Madison Avenue, New York City* From 1933 until his induction in the United 
States Army on January 10, 1943, he was ■ employed as production 'manager by 
the 1. H. HARTMAN COMPANY INCORPORATED, 

His favorite activities were listed as art, reading, music, 
swimming, skating/ and chess. He was given a physical examination by Dr. M A X 
NEEDLEMAN, 331 East 17th Street, New York City, on January 22, 1940, and was 
found to be in excellent physical condition. 

The record? of NEW YORK UNIVERSITY contained a letter of inference 
written by NORMAN H.^CLEMENCE, 50 Rockefeller Plaza, dated January 9, I 94 O, 
in i^iicb CIEMENCE stated that he had .nine years -of business and social 
acquaintance with the subject. He considered him an extremely able production 
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manager but that he always wanted to get Into the art direction part of the 
business and with the proper knowledge he would in ClEJffiNCE 1 s opinion be a 
’first class art director. CIEMENCE stated that he could not speak to highly 
of him; that he considered him a gentleman of the ^highest character, a con¬ 
scientious and hard working colleague* 

Another reference report was written on the sane date by ABE 
^HARTMAN, Bamberger and Company, Newark, New Jersey, whose position ‘iFthat 
"^of assistant to the general merchandising manager* He claims to have been a 
personal, friend of JOSEPH EISON for five years. He stated that JOSEPH has 
excellent, practical experience in the advertising field; is a hard worker 
and a person of great native ability* 

On January 25, 1941, JOSEPH EISON urote a letter to the NEW YORK 
UNIVERSITY stating, "I an entering for the course. Fine Arts Advertising, 
and wish to go on record as requesting personal credit for work done in ad¬ 
vertising. X have been employed, regularly as production manager for seven 
years specifying type, buying printing, paper, engraving, art work and photo¬ 
graphy. "While I also have experience in layout and package design, it is 
rather the meohanical fundamentals of advertising production for which X 
wish to claim credit* 1 * 

On November 13, 1941, he wrote the NEW YORK UNIVERSITY that it would 
be impossible for him to continue his classes because of added responsibility 
in his work. 

A photograph of JOSEPH OSISON was obtained and has been placed in 
the exhibit section of this case file*

r On November 22, 1945 while Informant ‘GREGORY was 

being Interrogated, she advised that the previous day she had received 
a telephone call from RAY- BISON, who indicated that she wished to have , 
lunch with her on the afternoon of November 23, 1945, As has previously 
been reported, RAY BISON, according to GREGORY, was ip- contact with some 
Russian* According to GREGORY, BISON’S contact was able by some means 
to get in touch with GREGORY’S contact, AL. As a matter of fact,, GREGORY 
advised that after her October .17 meeting with AL, circumstances surround¬ 
ing the affairs of the D,. S. Service and Shipping Corporation c ame to a 
point where It Was necessary for her to get in touch with AL immediately* 
Inasmuch as GREGORY did not have an appointment to meet AL until November 
21, 1945, she got in touch with RAY -EISON and requested that if- possible 
an immediate meeting be arranged for her between herself and AL through 
BISON’S contact. *'

Some few days later, EISON informed GREGORY that , 
her contact (AL) would meet GREGORY at Guffanti’s Restaurant on 26 Street 
and Seventh Avenue .oh the night of November 9, 1945. AL, of course, did 
, not show up for this meeting but subsequently on November 21, when he 
met GREGORY, he informed her that he had been unable to make the meeting 
at Quffanti's on November 9, 1945 because of the fact that he.was on the t 
West Coast at the time .and could not return to New York in time to-effect 
this, meeting. % 

Inasmuch as RAY EISON had ceased her employment with 
the G. S. Service and Shipping,Goxpoi^tion in October, 1945 and GREGORY 
saw her "at"rather Infrequent intervals since that period, it was deemed 
advisable to have GREGORY cultivate the friendship of EISON so that she 
could see her on more frequent intervals and possibly determine the 
Identity of BISON’S contact as well as any activities that BISON is 
presently engaged in on behalf of the Russians. 

, On November 23, 1945 EISON met GREGORY as prearranged 

at a restaurant at 200 Fifth Avenue and they spent about an hour and a 
half together. At the conclusion of this luncheon GREGORY was interrogated 
by agents and she advised that RAY EISON indicated that she was desirous 
of again seeking employment. GREGORY informed her that she would make a 
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place available at the U* S. Service and Shipping Corporation but BISON 
advised that she was not desirous of returning to this company and was 
seeking some employment on a part-time basis* 

GREGORY also advised that she placed a great dead of 
significance on the fact that BISON was again seeking employment and felt 
that BISON*s Russian contact would 'be responsible for placing her in some 
company and that the Russians had a definite puipose in having EISON so 
employed* 

GREGORY Indicated that she ingratiated herself with 
BISON and they became very friendly and at the conclusion of the luncheon 
she felt reasonably sure that, she could visit EISON at any time, telephone 
her for luncheon -engagements, and in this'manner be able to meet her 
without arousing any suspicion as to the purpose of their again seeing 
each ether quits frequently* 

GRBGORX stated that she was unable to determine any 
further information concerning the identity of BISON'S Russian contact* 
Although BISON was seeing her contact on*several occasions, the contact 
had failed to show up at .the place and time that badpreviously been 
arranged for.* ft was also apparent, according to GREGORY, that EISON 
has no way of getting in touch with the "Russian contact and, as die 
stated, the contact between EISON and "her Russian" is a-one-way affair* 
In other words, all arrangements for future meetings are made by BISON’s 
Russian contact at any time that they see each other* 

\ On November 30, 1945 the U* S. Service and Shipping 
Corporationgave a* dinner party at Gassner's Restaurant on "Diane Street, 
New York City, for the employees of this company* GREGORY advised that 
she Intended to invite RAY BISON and her husband to this affair in a 
further effort to cement their close friendship* This party was covered 
by agents of the New York Held Office and it was noted at the time that 
the employees of the TJ* S. Service and Shipping Corporation were present 
as well as RAY BISON and her husband, _ 


GREGORY was interviewed subsequent to this dinner 
party and she advised that At was a purely social affair and’that because 
of the presence of so many individuals she was unable to t alk to RAX 
EISON about anything other ‘than casual matters* GREGORY did determine, 
however, that RAY BISON is not employed at the present time and apparently 
has no immediate prospects of employment .at this time* < 
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The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent JOSEPH 
¥OHL, on November 29, 30 j December 1, 3-5* 19U5:

8 'in* 
tall, dark hair, dark comolexion, Jewish, blue tweed overcoat, gray hat. Sub¬ 
ject drove with this man to a parking lot next door to the building located at 
114 East 32 Street, New York City and entered the building. (A.'>^pTM0,&, 
ASSOCIATES maintain offices at 114 East 32 Street.) At 1:45 p.m. subject and 
a woman emerged from the building and walked to the VANDERBILT HOTEL CRYPT and 
entered, where they had lunch. The woman was described as 25 to 30 years of 
age, 5 ft. '? in. fall, 125 to 130 pounds, dark blond hair, fair complexion, 
black cloth coat, black suede, flat-heel shoes. At 3 p.m. subject and the

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Information further reflects that KAHN registered in 1940 at the

KAHN has been described by discriminating persons who had associa¬ 
ted with him as a particularly disagreeable Communist* 

Efforts to ascertain the citisenship statua of the subject through

now working at a diner in the York town Heights' area, the name of which is

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent (A) CARL L. 

BENNETT on November 30, 1945* 

The confidential informant in this case advised that one BERNEY 
SCHUSTER was connected with the Finance Division of the Communist Party and that 
his Party name was "CHESTER”. During the entire time that confidential infor¬ 
mant in this case was in contact with GOLOS, SCHUSTER was known to be a social 
acquaintance of 'GOLOS* some time during the Spring of 1944 SCHUSTER was met 
by the confidential informant and SCHUSTER admitted knowing SILVERMASTER and 
other individuals engaged in the same' work as SILVERMASTER* SCHUSTER also 
discussed at this time recruiting of espionage agents for the COamunist Party 
from the Communist Party ranks and offered to turn over to the confidential 
informant Communist Party members who were acceptable and suitable for espion¬ 
age work. Confidential informant advised that no contacts had been had with 
SCHUSTER since this meeting in the spring of 19 hk» 

A check of the New York indices reveals numerous references to 
one BERNARD SCHUSTER. The following information was obtained therefrom, con¬ 
cerning SCHUSTER'S background and activities with the Communist Party? 

Background BERNARD SCHUSTER was born on October l4, 1904 at Warsaw, Poland. 

He entered the United States Under' the name of BORIS SZUSTER from 
Danzig, Germany, travelling with his father lEOHSZUSTER. They arrived at 
Boston, Mass, on February 21, 1921, on the SS MANCHURIA, and were destined to 
LOUIS SCHUTTE, a jeweler located at 2145 ?0th Street, Brooklyn, N.Y., and 
RUDOLF SCHUSTER, a furrier of 23?2 Valentine Avenue, Bronx, New York. SCHUSTER 
immediately took the name BERNARD SCHUSTER and for some time Resided with his 
father at 183? Clinton Avenue, Bronx, New York. He attended Morris High 
School and graduated in 1925. He was admitted to New York University in 
February 1925 and entered as a pre-medical student, majoring in chemistry. 
SCHUSTER received his B.S. degree from New York University during October, 

1928, and immediately applied for admission to Medical School. As far as 
the records show he was a mediocre student but Was not accepted into Medical 
School. However, the record shows there was nothing derogatory concerning 
him, and did not state the reason for the non-acceptance. 

SCHUSTER was admitted to citizenship on January 28, 1928, in the 
Supreme Court of Bronx County and was issued naturalization certificate Ho. 
2,702,744. SCHUSTER was married in Jersey City, N.J., on June 16, 1929, to 
one DCRCTHYiBUUSTBlN, who was a native of jersey City, having been born 
there on June 8, 1911. SCHUSTER presently resides with hi3 wife in the top 
rear apartment of building located at 306 E. 15 Street, New York City, which 
building is owned by Dr. NATHAN BERGER, a dentist, who also maintains his of¬ 
fices and apartment in the same building. 

SCHUSTER was known to have travelled to Switzerland and France for 
a six months' pleasure trip during 1938. SCHUSTER and his wife departed from 
Mexico City via Brownsville, Texas, on November 20, 19^4, on a pleasure trip

Investigation at this address did hot disclose any JOSEPH W* FINGER maintaining 
offices in this building, but a JOSEPH W. FINGER resides at 39^7} 44 Street* 
Sunny side. Long Island* 

BERNARD SCHUSTER served as Treasurer of the^GIESALOQQIL CORPORA^ 
TION, INC* from December 18, 1935* until March 1939* at which time he resigned. 
The WHOLESALE BOOK CORPORATION, INC. was organized under the New York laws 
oh December 10, 1935* with an authorized capital of $3000* The corporation is 
reported to have lurchased its business from the Communist Party literature De¬ 
partment* which at that time was located at 13 Eastrl2 Street7~New York City, 

It is stated that this corporation took over the activities of the Literature 
Department of the Gomunist Party. The corporation was first located at 
35 East 12 Street* New York City* which premises is also known as 50 East 13 St*, 
and the headquarters of the Communist Party* On October 15, 1936 the business 
moved to 832 Broadway* New York City, but on January 1, 1942* the business was 
removed to its present location at 48 East 13 Street, New York City. 

The WHOIESAtE BOOK CORPORATION, INC. is Reported to be engaged In the 
wholesale distribution 6f a variety of new books, consisting of fiction, non-* 
fiction, novels, pamphlets, periodicals, labor and progressive books and liter¬ 
ature* This corporation reportedly distributes considerable publications con¬ 
cerning Communism and Coamunistic political organizations. The corporation 
banks With the AMALGAMATED BANK OF NEW YORK, located at Union Square.' It has 
been humored that the WHOLESALE BOOK CORPORATION, INC. are the principal pub¬ 
lishers of ComnUnistip literature in the New York area, and that this corpora¬ 
tion, along with thd^NTE^ATlCNAL.-RUBT.TSHERS 00*.INC. > 381 Fourth Avenue, New 
York City, Are the concerns which furnish literature for distribution through 
the^SORKERS BOOKSHOP at 50 East 3 3 Street, New York City* 

Upon resigning as officer of the WHOLESALE BOOK CORPORATION, INC., 
SCHUSTER became a director of the~taMONWSALTH MINUFRBSS CO. INC. This Cor¬ 
poration was organized on March 29* 1939* for the general purpose of printing 
and distributing literature. WlLLIAM g. BRCWDER and subject. SCHUSTER, tinder 
his Communist Party name BERNARD CHESTER, are listed among the directors of 
this corporation. 
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BERNARD SCHUSTER formed th^BERNADOR SALES CO., 33 Weat42S^etT^ 
New York CIty,'and SCHUSTER later became Co-Owner of thAf ttATtfiNAT, MeRCMTIIr 
TRADING CO., 33 West 42 Street* Hew York City, which occupies room 821. ' The 
trade name of NATIONAL MERCANTILE' TRADING CO. was originally registered on 
January 19, 1945, by HARRY E. ELIAS and SAM BRCOYS. On April 16, 1945, it was 
re-registered by BERNARD SCHUSTER, 306 East 15 Street, New York City, t*o 
listed it as the owner* The building management shows the NATIONAL MERCJNTUB 
TRADING COMPANY as a sub-tenant of the BELABOR SALES CO. and records that both 
businesses were represented by BERNARD SCHUSTER and his father 1ECN SCHUSTER.

BERNARD SCHUSTER uses the aliases of BERNARD CHESTER* Mr. CHESTER 
and R. CHESTER in his Communist Party activities* as has been-well established 
by informants and investigation of thisindividusl. 

CHESTER/was employed at Communist Party headquarters in the same of¬ 
fice as CHARLES^RUMBEIN, who is' the national treasurer of the Communist . 
Political Association. CHESTER was reported to be a treasurer of the New 
York State Communist Party and was dispatched on special audits and assign¬ 
ments by the national treasurer, CHARLES HRUMBEIN. CHESTER was president 






of the Fifth Assembly District Club and Secticn leader of the Comm unist Party 
in the Bronx, which club is located at 1336 “Wilkins Avenue* Bronx, ~lTew York, 
for the years 1938 and 1939* 


A reviewof the DAILI JQQB28& for July 27, 1943, reflects that the 
Nsw York State Committee of "the Communist Party sent a letter of congratula¬ 
tions to the Columbus Hill Club, 7th Assembly District, Manhattan, congratulat¬ 
ing that branch on being the first to complete its quota during the current 
press and fund drive. This letter was signed by ISRAEET^tMTER, Chairman, 
GlLBERtf^SBEEN, Secretary, and BLfNARD CHESTER, _Treasurer, of the Hew York 
State Committee* 


The DAI LI WORKER for June 7, 1938, referred to B*_ CHESTER as acting 
Hew York State membership director of the Communist Party* 


The confidential informant, who was 4 member of the Communist Party 
stated that he know BERNARD SCHUSTER to be treasurer of the New York State Com¬ 
mittee Of the Communist Party. He also stated that SAMUEL\OSEH> Communist 
Party official in New York City turned Over money he had collected from various 
branches of the Communist Party to BERNARD CHESTER and received in return 
receipts for this money. It has bean established that a Mr. CHESTER, who is 
identical with BERNARD CHESTER caiducted a three-day inquiry into the WQFSY 
Vindication Committee matter at New Haven, Connecticut, from February 15 to 
18, 1944. 



While in New Haven, CHESTER visited several known Conmaariists and 
on February 1$, 1944, PAUJJ^LCOM showed him the books and records of the 
Communist Party in regards to duties, collection and literature sales, and 
CHESTER advised PAUL BLOOM that the 15th District could probably borrow 
$300 from the national office to titfd them Over their financial embarrassment. 
It is believed that from the discussion had with PAUL BLOOM by CHESTER that it 
was clear that he Was In some way connected with CHARIES KRUMBEIN. 


The DAT LI WORKER on September 11* 1943, lists CHESTER as a represen¬ 
tative of the New York State Committee in the mobilisation of a month-to- 
month Campaign to increase the circulation of the DAI LI WORKER. 


A highly reliable and confidential source advised that J UAN ANT ONIO

Contacted CHESTER of thd%CMPT PRESS^frinters Pueblos Hlspanos) on June 24, 
1943, and reported that M the stuff would be ready in about forty minutes” • 


A confidential informant advised that he overheard G^ikCKEEN, 
President of the NewYork State Committee of the Communist Political Associa¬ 
tion tell CHARLESteOlIINS, Chairman of theNjegro Labor Victory Committee to 
come down to the Office and get the money frOtt CHESTER. This same individual 
stated! that he knew that aL^ANNCU, District Secretary of the Communist 
Political Association, discussed with CHESTER the up-state registration of the 
New York State Communist Party. CHESTER had the figures broken down into 
occupational and racial groups and was currently in charge of this. In this . 
connection it Was noted that one B. CHESTER was membership director of the mj 
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Bronx County Communist Barty»0£)(t4) 




The confidential informant advised on March 22, 1943, that AL^OWERS, 
Jr* contacted CHESTER at the Communist Pa rty State Headquarters, inquiring about 
the expanse of renting Madieori SquareTTjarden for One night in connection with 
the forthcoming Negro labor Victory Committee rally* 


Confidential informant advised on May 6, 1943, an Unidentified woman 
from the Jewish Center, H %ussian War Relief, was referred by R0SEJO2HS to 
Mr* CHESTER "who is in charge of the calendar"* This same informant stated 
that on July 29, 1943, BERNARD CHESTER told I©LHABBIS that he had a sum of nione y 
from HARRIS and later would bring it to HARRIS' office on the 6th floor* He 
also advised that HARRS#£AUFMAR notified the Madison Square Garden authorities 
to change the name on the reservation from that of Mr* CHESTER to the DAILT 
- WORKER. -— ' 


Information was received from a reliable and confidential source' - 
that in April, 1941, an individual known only as CHESTER contacted AtlEXANDER.

This is a New York corporation formed on June 10, 1927 with an 
authorised, capital of $50,000.

TRACHTENBERG, Treasurer} and JACOB mNQOLOS, Secretary# 

On January 26, 1942, ROBERT H^CQLOS advised a representative of 
MIC 77 that he was the President of the corporation, the other officers 
having resigned in 1940* The office of president is vacant at the present 
time* 


World Tourists, Inc* was described in Published Notices as the 
American branch of the U. S. S* R* Travel Company, which in turn was owned 
by the Soviet Government* This corporation was indicted in 1940 for failure 
to register ae a foreign agent# 

At the present time the corporation sells steamship tickets and 
travel service throughout Mexico, Plorida, Cuba, end South American points 
and also conducts a package shipping service to the Soviet Union* The 
principal activity of the corporation at the present time is the package 
shipping service to the U. S* S* R* Mb bank reference could be determined 
and the purchases of this corporation are made in cash, no general credit 
being required#

The U. S. SERVICE & SHIPPING CORPORATION was chartered by one JOHN

of the United States and Hies BENTUSI took oharge of the operation of this "K 

company. At the present time she is Vioe President and Secretary and is 
acting as President* 

By oontract dated March 21, 1941, the U* S* SEKiTE & SHIPPING - ; * 
CORPORATION was designated ah the exclusive agent and representative of 
INTOURISTS, the offioial Russian Travel Agency, Meaonw, Russia, in the U* S* r 
and Canada and Mexico, and agreed to pay XHTOURISTS certain fees for the ' 

shipment of parcels, packages and mercha ndise to the U» S. S* R* INTOURISTS % 
in return agreed to designate the U* S. SERVE E & SHIPPING CORPORATION as the 
sole and exclusive agency for the issuance of licenses for Imports into the 
U* 8* S* R* for the U* S*, Canada and Mexico* " 

In another contract between the U. S* SERVICE & SHIPPING CORPORATION 
and the WORLD TOURISTS INC*, World Tourists was designated as the eodusive 
representative of the U* S* SERVICE & SHIPPING CORPORATION for the purpose 
of transmitting Merchandise, parcels or packages' to Soviet Russia from the 
territory of Greater New Tork*

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent 
Charles F. Lanman on the following dates» November 26th through November 30th

This investigation was predicated upon the fact that during the 
fall of 1934 when Confidential Inform ant G RE GOR Y attended Columbia University 
in New York City, one of the first Communists to contact her eras PAULINE 
ROGERS, with aliases. PAULINE ROGERS induced Confidential Informant GREGORY 
to engage in Italian anti-Fasclst activities, which activity resulted in the 
Informant's securing a position with the Italian Library of JDaformation under 
its Director, UGO V*£*ANNUNZIO. 

PAULINE ROGERS introduced Informant to JULIET STENART^TPOINTZ, 
an alleged Soviet Agent whose full activities have never been completely 
developed, it win be recalled that sometime during the middle thirties, 
JULIET STEWART POYNTZ disappeared under mysterious circumstances, and it has 
been reported that she was tsiken back to the Soviet Union and later 
liquidated. 



According to Informant, the Informant was in contact with 
PAULINE ROGERS intermittently for a period of seven years beginning in the 
fall of 1934. In 1938, PAULINE ROGERS contacted the Informant and sent 
informant to see one F. BROWN, whom Informant later determined was FERRUCCIO 
MARINI, prominent itallah-Americsn Communist and editor of the Italian 
language Communist publication in New York City ^L*Unita Del popolo".

Shortly after this contact, MARINI arranged for informant to 
meet an individual whom she found out later was JACOB GOLOS, a Soviet Agent 
of considerable prominence. GOLOS recruited Infesmant as a Soviet intelligence 
Agent, and Informant worked under GOLOS 1 * direction as a Soviet Agent until 
GOLOS* death in 1943* 
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A review of the files of the Bureau and the New York Office reveal that PAULINE 


ROGERS iS An old C ommunist Pa rtg jmeaber. having joined the party in December 
of 1919, which madeTSeFachafter member* The file reflects that for many 
years, ROGERS has been an active Party organizer* She at one time directed 
the party organization in the 3rd and 5th Assembly Districts in Manhattan, 
New York City* 



PAULINE ROGERS was born January 4, 1894 in New York City, and 
according to statements made by herself, her madden name was PAULINE RICKMAN* 
On November 24 , 1920, she was married to EOTAlGHftOSENfELT, widely known in 
Communist party circles as EDNARD^BOYCE, and ah Active Communist Party 
functionary* \

At the present time, PAULINE ROGERS is residing with her husband 
OSCAR ROSEN at 317 West 93rd Street, New York City, Apartment 5-A. The name 
on the door bell in the hallway of this apartment above Apartment 5-A appears 
ae moiCE, ROSEN*" 


The file review also reflects that the records of the Board of 
Education, New York City, reveal that PAULINE BICKMAN first made application 
for admission to the NEW YORK TRAINING SCHOOL FOR TEACHERS on May 19, 1911, 
on which application she gave her birthdate as January 4, 1894, And her resi¬ 
dence As 1526 Webster Avenue, Bronx, New York* She was first appointed as a 
teacher on November 13, 1913* 


The New York Board of Education records also show that on 
November 20, 1920, she married EIWARD ROYCE, who Stated that he was born in 
New York City on July 18, 1894* On September 6, 1932, PAULINE ROGERS was 
placed on maternity leave, prior to which she had been employed as a teacher 
in Public School 91, 198 Forsyth Street, New York City* On September 5, 1934, 
PAULINE ROGERS submitted her resignation to the Board of Education, at 
which time she stated she was resigning because of ill health* At this time 
she stated she was residing at 78 Christopher Street, New York City* 

The Board of Education records further show that PAULINE ROGEIRS separated from 
her husband EDBARD ROYCE a short time prior to the. submission of her reSignai- 
tion in 1934* 


Credit reports on PAULINE ROGERS reflect that during 1940, s he 
resided as Mrs* PAULINE ROYCE, 6 West 66th Street;, that she was separated from 
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her husband, and was reported to have a son of school age. This report stated 
that PAULINE ROGERS had resided at the above address since October 1, 1937, 
and that her business was listed as "Stonybrook Manor, Westport, Connecticut”, 
which property she reportedly owned* 


Information contained In the Bureau files also reflected that 
on October 2, 1930, PAULINE ROGERS was issued Passport 317175 for the osten¬ 
sible purpose of a nine months* trip to England, Prance and Germany* 

PAULINE ROGERS was also issued Passport 465789 on October 14, 1927, for a 
three months* visit to England* ROGERS* application for this passport which 
was Executed October 13, 1927, shows that she stated at that time she resided 
outside of the United States in Italy, Prance, England and Germany during 
1921 and 1922* Her application also revealed that her husband EDNARD ROYCE, 
had been issued Passport 82125 on September 12, 1921* - 


With regard to PAULINE ROGERS* various activities in the 
Communist Party, the Bureau and New York Field Division files reflect that the 
American Legion Piles in Indianapolis indicated that one PAULINE ROGERS was a 
Communist Party section organiser* 


Also, on March 1, 1940, Confidential Informant 


. whose 

identity is known to the Bureau, stated that he attended a mass meeting called 
by the Communist Party for the Irish people of the 3rd and 5th Assembly 
Districts of the Waterfront Section, at which time approximately 600 people 
attended, among which was one PAULINE ROGERS, organiser of the 3rd and 5th 
Assembly Districts of the Communist Party* it was Indicated she had made a 
house-to-house canvass for the previous two months enlisting Party members, and 
that the results had been excellent*

identity is known to the Bureau, stated that PAULINE ROGERS was chairman of 
a Communist meeting held at Public School H, 314 West 21st Street, New York

of the 5th Assembly District, Manhattan of the Communist Party* The address 
of this section was given s a 40 East 46th Street* Also, in 1940, PAULINE 
ROGERS, organizer of Section 30 for the P£rty, gave her address as 40 West 
46 th Street* 


On September 27, 1942, the DAILY WORKER stated that PAULINE 
ROGERS was an instructor in the Principles of Cblonuhlsm at the^Workers * School, 
35 East 12th Street, New York City* 
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On November 7, 1942, Confidential JOiformantN, whose identity is known to the 
Bureau, stated one PAULINE ROGERS was a teacher Of Communist Party seamen* 

In 1941, the report of Special Agent L. W. Arms dated August 21,

AND MACHINE WORKERS OP AMERICA, 5.1,0. , and thaL.she v was believed to reside 
at 317 West 93rd Street, New York City. 

A file review also reflects that PAULINE ROGERS was a Communist 
Party candidate for the State Assembly in the 2nd Assembly District in 1926, 

She was the Communist party candidate for State Assembly for New York County 
in 1928, and as previously stated, s he was organizer for Section 30 of the 
Communist Party, and built the section from 410 members in 1936 to 1025 
members in 1938, In 1937, she was candidate for assemblyman in New York and 
active in various fund campaigns, 

m 1931, she was a member of the National Women's Division of 
the Communist Party&Canaging the Working Woman"• She participated in the 
hunger march oh Washington in 1932, and has been active in many strikes 
notably the seaman»s strike in 1932, 

She visited the Soviet Union in 1927 and in 1930, studying the 
role of women in the USSR. She attended the 10th National Convention of the 
Communist Party* She was active in DAILY and^UNDAX WORKER drives as an

information furnished by the Westport Police Department, Westport, 
Connecticut, indicated that Department had received A letter from the Mexican

the Westport Police Department; it was found that the suspect had resided f or

There are numerous other references dealing with PAULINE ROGERS 
appearing in the Bureau and New York files pertaining to Communist matters* 
the full details of all of these references are not being set out at this

On November 28, 1945, a investigation was started to definitely 
determine whether or not PAULINE ROGERS did in fact reside at 317 West 93rd 
Street* This investigation was for the purpose df locating and identifying 
PAULINE ROGERS and instituting a surveillance of her activities* 

On Saturday, December 1, 1945, a 1939 Hudson twordoor sedan 
with Connecticut license plates Z/S 439 was observed by Special Agents 
Frank J* O'Brien And J*W* Dooley parked in front of 317 West 93rd Street* 
Investigation disclosed that these plates were issued to PAULINE ROYCE fora 
1939 two-door Hudson coupe at Easton Road, Westport, Connecticut* 

IS the evehing of December U~, 1945, at 7 p*m., a 1937 Dodge 
bearing New York license plates 1G9933 issued to ALBERT^ISCHER, 21 West 
Moshblw Parkway, New York City, was observed, being parked in front of the 
entrance to 317 West 93rd Street* A man and wbman entered the building* 
Thereafter lights' were seen to go on in an apartment on the fifth floor,

Stated that he tfes told that a house on Central Park Rest> owned by one of the 
female Fl&lds, was supposed to have been the center for this particular under¬ 
ground movement. CHAMBERS stated that- a man by the name of PETER (later deter¬ 
mined to be ALEXANDER STEVEftS) who was head of the Communist underground move¬ 
ment, had told him this*' 
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Ret LIEt/TENANT COLONEL DUNCAN C. T.Ett 


The following information was obtained as a result of a physical 
surveillance maintained on the subject during the time he whs in New York City, 
and is being reported by Special Agent William J. Rowe: 

The Subject arrived at the Newark Station of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad, at 12:28 P,M. bn December 4 , 1945i at which time Special Agents 
Jjt JIt and F* D, OjBrien resumed the surveillance after relieving Special 

Agent Sell of the Washington. Field Office* 

Subject took the Baltimore and Ohio bus from the station to the 
Pennsylvania Hotel in New York City* The agents continued the Surveillance on 
the bus, prior arrangements having been mads for their travel on this bus* The 
subject, upon his departure from the bus at the Pennsylvania Hotel, proceeded to 
the Governor Clinton Hotel, where he registered and checked his bags. He then 
left and traveled north to Tima Square via the subway and thence to 42 nd Street 
and Lexington Avenue. The surveillance was discontinued at 1:00 P,M. in view of 
the fact that the subject appeared to be Surveillance conscious* 

Special Agents Dooley and ,Obrien returned to the Governor Clinton 
Hotel, whereupon the surveillance wais resumed upon the subject's luggage in the 
hotel check room* During the time the subjects luggage was being watched, it 
was ascertained by the agents that 1M was assigned to Room 1445 * 

I££ returned to the Governor Clinton Hotel at 6:40 P.M., at which 
time Special Agents Dooley and O'Bri en turned the surveillance over to Special 
Agents Paxman and McCory. On hlsaYfival at the hotel he proceeded immediately 
to his room #1445> entering therein at 6:45 P*M* 

At 7:00 P,M, the subject was observed by Agents Paxman and IfcCory 
to enter the lobby from the elevator and proceed to the Seventh Avenue exif of 
the hotel* He descended to the subway, at which time he was observed to make 
two telephone calls, and efforts on the part of the agents to ascertain parts 
of the conversation resulted negatively* 

At 7:10 P.M, he boarded the downtown local and rode to Christopher 
Street, where he proceeded to $1 Christopher Street, which address is the bar of 
the Stonewall Inn* LEE entered the Stonewall Inn at 7:30 P.M. He remained at 
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the bar until 7:5$ fli, at which time a girl entered the stonewall Inn, and 
rjgjt was observed to immediately leave the bar. This girl is described as being 
over-average height, attractive', brunette hair, wearing a black coat and pillbox 
type black hat. It was observed that she wore her hair in the upsweep style* 

Special Agent McCorv entered the Stonewall Inn at 8:10 P.M,- at 
which time the subject and the girl above described were observed by him to be 
sitting in the second booth drinking. At 8ti3 P.M. IKE and the girl got up to 
leave the inn, at which time the girl stopped to talk to the waitress, and from 
all outward indications the giri is well acquainted with this waitress, and 
apparently friendly* Upon leaving the Stonewall Inn, IKS and the girl walked 
very Slowly for several blocks and at Jest 10th Street and Greenwich Avenue* 
they hurriedly signaled a cruising cab, the license number of which was 030-077, 
this cab being a Beil Transportation Company vehicle. Since no other cab or 
means of transportation was available to Special Agent HcCory, the surveillance 
was discontinued at this point* 

At 9:15 P.M. Special Agents McCory and Paxaan resumed the Surveillance 
at idle Governor Clinton Hotel, and at 12:25 A.II. the subject was observed by 
these agents to enter the notel and proceed to his room, and the surveillance 
was discontinued.; 

At 7:00 A.M., December 5, 1945j the surveillance was resumed in 
the lobby of the Governor Clinton Hotel, 31st Street and Seventh Avenue, by 
Special Agents J. W ^Dpo ley and P. Dv O'Brien. At 8:30 A.M. IKK'was Observed 
•leaving, tie hotelTat which time he entered "a coffee shop where' he had breakfast. 
IKK departed from the coffee shop at 8:55 A.M., whereupon he proceeded to the 
Airlines Terminal opposite the Grand Central Station, via the subway. He was 
observed by Special Agent Dooley to purchase a ticket On the 7:00 A.m. American 
Airlines plane for 7/ashirgton, B* C., leaving December 7, 1945* At 9:30 A.M. he 
left the terminal building and walked to 41st Street and Pifth Avenue* at which 
point he boarded a south-bound bus, which he rode to 17th Street. At this point 
he entered a cafeteria for coffee, after which he left and entered 101 Pifth 
Avenue, where he proceeded to the seventh floor at 10:00 A.k. 

At 11*25 A.M. IKK Was observed leaving 101 Pifth Avenue by Special 
Agent F»,J)».Q l Brien . whereupon he walked to 14th Street and Pifth Avenue, where 
he boarded the SMT subway and rode to YteH Street. At 11:45 A*M. IKS was seen 
entering #2 Wail Street by Special Agent P. D. O'Brien. At 12:45 P.LI. Lee and 
an unidentified male were observed leaving 2 Wall Street and walking east on 
Wall Street to AassaU Street. Agents J, J. Danahy ahd O'Brien observed the 
subject's turning several times to view the street for possible surveillance. 
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IBB* after re-checking Wall Street, entered the HIT subway at Nassau Street, 
Whereupon he hoarded the Seventh Avenue Express to Pennsylvania Station. .Upon 
his leaving the train at Pennsylvania Station he proceeded to the lower level 
and entered the terminal. He was observed by Agents Danahy and piBrfen to 
cnange hi? direction within the terminal several tines and to. stop and observe 
the loitering people very'closely, toe surveillance of IEE was discontinued 
at 1:10 P.I£. on this, date by Special Agents Danahy .and O'Brien since he appeared 
to be surveillance conscious.

Reference la being made to teletype from; the Washington Field 
Division dated December 3rd, 1945, in which it was stated that a man 
Identified as JERRY ORBACK from New York City* who is believed to be a 
member of the OHRBACH DEPARTMENT STORE family mas in contact with GEOROE 
SILVERMAN on December 2nd. 

A, search of the files of Local Draft Board 17, New York City, 
disclosed that he was a registrant at that board bearing the name JEROME 
KANE OHRBACH who may be identical with the JERRY ORBACK referred to in 
referenced teletype. 


t The following information was obtained from Local Board 17's files: 

JEROME KAN^pHRBACH was bom on December 17th, 1907 in Brooklyn, 

New York. He registered for the draft on October 10th, 1940 at which time 
he stated that Ke was employed by OHRBACH'S INC. at 48 East 14th Street. 
(OHRBACH*S INC. is a large New York Department Store.) 

In his Selective Service questionnaire, OHRBACH set out that he 
had attended high school for four years and College for four years, obtaining 
a Bachelor of Arts Degree from Cornell University. 


At this time OHiiBACH set out that he was Vice President and General 
Manager of OHRBACH'S store and that he had held approximately the same 
position for ten years, and that his present salary was §52,000 par year. 

OHRBACH stated that he was married and that his wife's name was 
GLABXS YUGHRBACH, and that he began to support GLADYS on June 4th, 1940, 
which is'p^esumably his wedding date. 

Also contained in this file was a military record relating to 
JEROME KANE OHRBACH which reflected his Army Serial Number to be 0908736 and 
that his position was that of Lieutenant Colonel in the Allied Control 
Commission in Italy. 

He entered on active duty on June 18th, 1942 and departed from 
active duty on March 24th, 1945 At 'Washington, D. C. The military record 
reflects that OHRBACH had one decoration or citation, namely* the European- 
African-Middle Eastern Ribbon with one Bronze Star* The military record 
likewise reflected that he had served overseas one month and twenty-nine 
days.
